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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings submitted have been reviewed and determined to facilitate understanding 
of the invention. The drawings are accepted as submitted. 

Specification 

3. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it exceeds the maximum length of 
150 words. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 32, 33 and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent No. 6,301,402 to Bhalla et al. 

6. Bhalla et al. describes An optical switch device (Figure 1) comprising first and second 
optical switches (See Col 3 Lns 36-39), having a moveable section for switching comprising a 
first and second optical signal introduction means (15, 17, 19) for inputting optical signals to the 
optical switches, a monitor section (23 and 29) that monitors the emitted light from this optical 
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switch comprising first and second optical signal output means each comprising an optical signal 
distribution section (29) that distributes the optical signal output from the switch to outside the 
monitor and switch device and a monitor (23), and an operation control section (31) for adjusting 
the control condition of switching of said optical switch by controlling said moveable section for 
switching in response to a monitoring signal from said monitor section. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 34, 35, 37 and 38 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

8. Claims 34, 35, 37 and 38 describe the optical signal introduction means having a 
monitoring signal output source and a signal synthesizing section that input the input signal and 
monitoring signal to the optical switch. This is subject matter not described by the prior art of 
record. 

Conclusion 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. U.S. Patents Nos. 6,522,802 to Hoen, 6,600,849 to Ducellier et al., 6,657,771 to 
Okyama and 6,724,953 to Asahi describe optical switching devices.
